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1. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and second 
paragraphs, as the claimed invention is not described in such full, clear, 
concise and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to make and 
use the same, and/or for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 



the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The instant 



claims remain under rejection for the reasons of record. The term "A solid 
pheromone" is still recited in the claims and this recitation renders the claims 
indefinite and confusing. The recitation of the term "A liquid pheromone" 
would obviate said confusion, since applicant has indicated liquid pheromones 
are what he intended to embrace. 

The reissue oath or declaration remains defective for the reasons, of 
record. A careful reading of the Hawley reference submitted by applicants to 
obviate the oath defects has been considered, but fails to obviate the same. 
The Hawley reference fails to indicate if the pheromones of claims 13 and 14 
are liquids, for example. 
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2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103 which forms the basis 
for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art 
only under subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not 
preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and 
the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the 
same person. 

3. Claims 1-19 remain under rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Ciba-Geigy, of record, for the reasons of record. 
Rationale: Applicants arguments addressed to the rejection of record have 
been considered, but the same are not convincing. Applicants urging that the 
Ciba patent is not pertinent, because the entrapping polymer is prepared in a 
specific manner is not convincing, since the instant claims as drafted fail to 
exclude polymers prepared in the manner in which the Ciba polymers are 



prepared. Accordingly, the rejection of record is maintained. 
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No claim is allowed.
